18." It is noted that Claim 18 requires the determination of a genotype of "FcyRIIA H/H, 
FcyRIIIA NA1/NA1 or a combination thereof." However, the Election/Restriction of 
paper no. 9 required the election of a single species, while Applicants' election 
encompasses multiple species (specifically, the determination of FcyRIIA H/H, the 
determination of FcyRIIIA NA1/NA1 , and the determination of FcyRIIA H/H and FcyRIIIA 
NA1/NA1). Each of these species is distinct, as each requires the detection of 
structurally and functionally distinct molecules/combinations of molecules. Accordingly, 
Applicants are required to elect a single species, as set forth in paper no. 9.
